Club  Work  is  an  orgaiiizatiuii  which  enlists  young  people  in  the 
nioyenient  for  a  better  aoricultiire  and  a  better  country  life.  Through 
dchnite  fanu  and  home-making  enterprises  it  educates  them  to  liecorae 
rural  leaders.  Its  economic  phase  helps  young  men  and  women  achieve 
success  m  manly  and  womanly  jobs  through  club  projects.  Tlie  followin<^ 
projects  are  carried  on  in  Illinois:  Pig,  dairy  and  beef  calf,  cow-testin| 
poultry,  sheep,  corn,  potato,  garden,  canning,  garment-making,  and  bread' 
In  these  business-like  jobs,  the  net  profit  belongs  to  the  young  people 
The  business  and  demonsti'ation  phases  find  expression  in  club  meetinos 
and  public  meetings.  The  social  phase  comes  in  the  demonstrations 
plays,  and  games  which  arc  an  integral  part  of  each  club  meeting.  Club 
fairs,  festivals,  pageants,  hikes,  and  camping  excursions  also  promote  the 
social  welfare  of  clulj  members  and  develop  club  spirit.

1  Each  club  must  consist  of  at  least  fix  e  members  and  have  a  club 
leader  approved  by  the  county  leader.  Each  leader  is  to  have  an  ad- 
visorv  committee  of  at  least  three  adults  to  assist  with  the  club  work 
Whei-e  there  is  no  county  organization,  local  clubs  wi  1  .e  under  the 
cia-ection  of  the  State  Leader  m  Junior  Extension.  While  it  is  hoped 
that  each  memljer  will  belong  to  a  local  chib,  individual  enrollments  m 
the  State  chib  are  permitted,  where  no  local  club  can  be  organized. 

2  Each  club  should  have  a  constitution,  a  corps  of  othcers,  and 
anano-e  a  series  of  regular  meetings  to  be  held  at  least  once  a  montli. 

-.].  Each  cIuIj  should  arrange  an  exhibit  of  products  and  a  public 
demonstration  of  some  operation  relating  to  the  project. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  State  and  National  alliliation  and  par- 
ticii.ation  in  State  club  activities,  a  club  must  meet  the  general  ckib 
requirements  and  the  minimum  requirements  in  the  several  projects.

8.  Three  demonstrations  shall  be  given  daily.  Each  team  shall 
he  notified  ten  days  in  advance  when  it  is  to  demonstrate. 

9.  All  teams,  regardless  of  project,  shall  be  scored  on  the  same 
score  card :
